EDITORIAL 


Democracy 


NCE again Democracy (especially as 

it is exemplified by the United 
States) and the dictatorship of the 
proletariat (ns represented — by Soviet 
Russin) have been put in the same 
category—a low, = materialistic, —tech- 
nocratic, imperiallstic one. Both, it seems, 
are a menace to the rest of the world that 
wants to live in peace and cultivate its 
gardens. This time the complaint comes 
from Francois Maurine, the French 
‘novelist. Recently the same theme was 
employed’ by Professor Einstein. A few 
months ago it was Pandit Nehru, like 


Maurine, a highly cultured and’ religious 


citizen of the world. Many other. in- 
teHlectuals and scientists could be added 
to tho Hist. 
welghed in the same balance with Com- 
munism ia not, to thé Western World, 2 
-compliment—nor would it be regarded ox 
one by the Russian Communist. Yet the 
Hist of critics who consider the one as bad 
as tho other Is rather too distinguished 
fo be dismissed with a snort of contempt, 
or for we, who passionntely bellevo in 
the rightness of democracy, to get on our 
high’ horses. We may, however, argue 
- back. One argument was recently ex- 
pressed by a writer in the following ‘under- 
standable and acceptuble terms; “One 
blessed thing about democracy is that it 
enables people to change their. minds, to 
stop when they have had enough, to make 
mistakes ond correct them. More and 
more, by contrast with other systems, we 
see.that it fs the only form of government 
flexible enough to respond to the flow of 
life.” There are other arguments: Gronting

to which such power is put. Morcover, 
while it Is trae that there are similarities 
in the two aystems, there are vital 
differences, and they should count. The 
exalted critics fail to take one of the first 
and most necessary steps of all thinkers 
faced with a philosophical problem—they 
do rot make distinctions. Neither do they 
weigh all the factors and terms involved, 
There are such things as ethical and moral 
standards. Philosophers should have 
nothing to do with the quantitative 
functors: ‘they should stick to qualitative 
concepts. Even if, as philosophers, they 
refuse to ndmit the superiority of one con- 
cept over. another, they can say, for 
instance, that liberty fs good and that 
Democracy grants much Hberty and strives 
for more, where the Soviet system sup- 
presses liberty. And surely we can claim 
that the judgment of the critics of 
Democracy has a quality of renunciation 
about ft. . ‘Phis Is a hard, evil, disturbing 
world in which to live. The temptation 
of tho scholar, the peace-loving, the 
weientist, the contemplative, is, to turn 
their backs. on it in ivory towers or 
deserts or mountains and live in virtue 
and contemplation. But to say “a plague’ 
on both your houses” is not an act of 
wisdom; it is not an act of any sort. Dante 


-had an unpleasant cternity for those who 


would not choose sides. The people who 
believe in Democracy and adopt its system 
confess. their shortcomings, but we have 
a good denl of authority in religion, 
philosophy :and history to clnim that a 
just man who fs in a position to weigh 
the factors and make o choice should 
choose our aide ngafnst the Communists, 
even If he thinks he is chousing the Icsser 
of two evils. ge

Sheerness, Mor. 14.— 
Ten straining salvage ships 
today lifted tho British 
submarine Truculent from 
a muddy grave nine 
fathoms deep in 
Thames mouth.

IKE many other symptoms 
J of disease, coughing has 
its uses. Its purpose is to keep 
air passages free of beere- 
tlons. Since It has this special 
usefulness, the doclor will de- 
cide in the individual case 
whether it !s better to suppress 
the cough or allow it to con- 
tinue, 


It fs easy enough to check a 
eoufh by means of sedatives 
or quieting drugs, but, If this 1s 
done, seeretions remain In the 
bronchi or small tubes gf the 
lungs where they are apt to 
enuse damage, 


Encourage Coughing 


- Thus, In many instances, the 
doclor will not only encesrage 
coughing but will ald it) by 
directing thatexpectorant drugs, 
which loosen or liquefy the 
materia! to be coughed up, Le 
used. These include such 
medicines os potassium fodide 
and ammonium carbonate, The 
breathing of stcam, which has 
been = mixed with menthol or 
benzoin, -is also helpful, The 
physicjan will decide in. each 
cose whot preparations to em- 
ploy and how often they should 
be used.

Quicting Drugs 

Somslimes a cough is ‘so 
troublesome, particularly = at 
night, that it Interferes with sleep 
and rest. In such cases, quicting 
drugs are often prescribed by 
the doctor. so that the patient 
can get enough sleep. This Is 
particularly necessary fn the 
case of a dry. cough which. at- 
complishes nothing and only 
exhausts: the patient.

- Despite protests from the! 
local RSPCA—"“birds have ; 
righta and feelings, haven't 

they 2"-—medical research 

workers oat Birmingham 
University are pressing 
their appeal to the public 
for 200 or more. house 
sparrows for more accurate 
confirmation of the medical 
achool’s initial — evidence 
that these birds carry 
germs which cause food- 
poisoning. 


The research workers do not 
want amall boys with alrguns 
to start a mass slaughter of the 
birds, but they say that it ts 
essential for them to be sup. 
pied with the Fparrows within 
the next eight or 12 weeks. On 
the other hand, the local RSPCA 
are against the propdsal and 
condemn the whole idea, Says 
their spokesman: “We have 
spent years trying to teach 
people that these birds have 
tights and fectings.” 


Medical experts say investigas 
tlons have revealed — that at 
times the birds carry one of 
the germs which cause food 
potsoning. Since the war there 
have been several big outbrenks 
of food poisoning, partleulirly in 
canteens, where = sparrows flew 
In and hopped about the tables 
unmolested, Suspicions even~ 
tually turned to these birds, and!
